— The general eontidenco of 
the jiast week in raeing eindes received a rude 
slioi’k at Brighton Beaeli t<Hla,v. Layers and bettors 
alike had begun to believe tlieniselves safe from 
polii'e interference, tlierefore the six arrests of tlie 
afternoon for alleged violation of the anti lietting 
law |ir<Mlnecd a disheartening effect on alnmst every 
one (’oncerned. The general feeling of ghsini was 
ini-reaseil by an accident that befell Uobador during 
the running of the steeplecliase, which may have a 
fatal termination for his rider, j«s-key E. Ilelder. 
In falling over the third from the last olistacle 
Uobador turned a 4-oni|)lete somersanlt. landing witli 
his wliole weight right on lop of the rider. Hei<hT 
was immediately removed to the Cone.v Island Emer- 
gency Mn.s|dtal. where he at last rc|s>rt.s had not 
regained eons<-ionsness. 

It was ilislinctly unpleasant to Brighton visitors 
to find a big increase of uniformed isdice on their 
arrival. Toda.v there wen- al>ont twice as man.v on 
hand as on any jirevions day since the meeting 
openeii. ami this in itself was v<-ry discouraging. 
Despite the lowering skies and the predictions of 
the weather forecasit-r for <!crtain rain, the atteml- 
anee was fully up to the d.tkio mark. The l ard was 
good and. with the exception of the unwieldy open- 
ing and closing races, which contained seventeen 
and twelve starters respectively, was made up of 
average-sized fi<-bls <tf fair-class horses.

Six arrests. two of minor imimrtance in 
the field and four in the main inclosnre, for 
alleg.-d vhdalion of the anti lM>tting law. were 
made during the aflcrmain. ’I'hi- well known .Metro 
politan Turf .\ssoi-ialion biaikmaker. llarrv HofTman, 
and his entire cn-w. including — Buckley and Wil- 
llan Ileam-.v, respci-tivel.v she*-! writ<*r and cashier 
for the laiok. were apprehended on the brick lawn in 
front 4*f the granilstaml just Iieforc the running of 
the stei'ptei'hase, the fifth race on the program, 
.lohn I'o.vle. one of Vendig’s laitsiile men, was taken 
into custody only a few minutes la-fore. Beianse 
of the prominence of the men inv<dved more excil-- 
nient and apprehension among layers and race-goers 
was shown than at any time since the present anti- 
racing crusade was inaugurated.

LEGAL TANGLE OVER NEW YORK BETTING, 



Licensed Race Tracks Cannot Be Closed — Poolrooms 
Increasing and Win Cases. 



One of the leading lawyers for tbe Jockey Club 
In commenting on the publication of Governor 

Hughes’ possible Intention to raid or close tbe race 
tracks, said: 

“The fact Is apparently lost sight of that under 
Justice Blschoff’s decision oral betting and settle- 
ments after each race are legal. The police can 
not therefore prevent such speculation, while imder 
the injunction recently secured by tbe rage tracks 
they cannot iuterfere with groups of men. The 
IKtllce, however, have the right to arrest all per 
sous who record bets, and they have been particu 
larly vigilant to this end. It is one thing to 
arrest a man on tbe charge that he has recorded 
a bet and another thing to produce conclusive evi 
deuce. As far as closiug the tracks is concerned 
It should not be forgotten that the tracks are all 
licensed by the State Racing Commission and there- 
fore have a legal right to operate. There is no law 
against horse racing in this state.” 

Magistrate Wahle on Saturday discharged a lot 
of men captured In a rant on an alleged poolnxtm 
In Eighth street. In commenting on the ca.se the 
judge said: 

“Although the Hart-Agnew laws have been printed 
In ever.v newspaper In this city and have been the 
subject of <liscussion for weeks there are many j»- 
llcemen, aud iiolice captalus as well, who have 
not the Intelligence to grasp, the fact that keeping 
a poolroom Is no longer a felony hut a misdemeanor. 

“No i>oIU'eman has a right to break iuto a place 
he suspects of being a poolroom unless he has ob- 
tained a warrant. The new law safegu.trds a pool- 
i<x>m from entry by the police In the manner of days 
when the malntenauee of a pioolroom was a felony. 

"The police have no more right to break iuto a 
poolroom than they have to smash their way Into 
my own home. There are few of them that reallzi' 
this, however, aud I suppose I shall have lh<*se 
eases coming before me for months to come. It 
lakes a policeman a long time to get a new thought 
Into his head.” 

When tbe IIart-.\gnew laws were being considered 
It was fully and clearly set forth that their intent 
was solely to make poolroom keeper* as nearly as 
(lossible immune from the laws and to protect them 
a« much as possible by reducing the degree of the 
offense and by denying to the police the right of 
forcible entry without a warrant. 

Hereafter It will be noted that there will In* 
very few poolroom raids In this city, and that, 
although they multiply day by day, as was pre- 
dicted when the Hart-Aguew bills were passed, 
there will tie no Increased activity on the part of 
the police. Hughes has bei-n effective In so arrang- 
ing matters as to make it possible for the poolroom 
men to gather in again the dlnner-paU brigaile of 
bettors. 

For a long time poolrooms of New York have been 
doing almost wholly a creillt business with in*m 
who coil d pay by ch<*ck ami whose promises were 
good for their los.-ies. The open iKiolroom with the 
prices on the wall and the man briiind the wicket 
taking fifty-cent bets Is with us again and by the 
Hart-Agnew laws so full.v protected against distur- 
bance that they are likely to remain. 

The arrest of ( harles Mahoney of the Hoffman 
House last Friday for accepting a wager on Entield 
may result In a test case, it is said. Mahoney,

It was said that the .lockey Club’s lawyers would 
look Into the case and might decide to test the new 
law. as the matter covers several important points 
at Issue. 

The new betting law Ls going to make some trouble 
on election l>ets. If It is a misdemeanor to make a 
record of bets tbe wagerers are a trifle up against 
it. It seems to lie generally admitted that the re- 
cording of a wager will be a violation of the law. 
'riie new law specifically prohibits betting on elec- 
tious. 

As the contest will not be decided for mouths yet 
it is necessary that some record be made of tiny 
money put up. 'The Broadway contingent thinks it 
has found a way out of this difficulty. 

No record will be made of bets or kept of them. 
Instead, if any bets of any size are arranged the 
terms of the wager will be published In the news- 
jiapers.

Tlie deal was eoneludi'd 
the evening of July 2, at Newmarket, tlie lior.se 
liaving passeil tlie neeessar.v veterinary examination. 
The son of PioiieiT and Go On will l)e shipped to 
the Argentine 011 July 24. along with Cyllene, 
wliifli. it will Ih- reineinbered. was also lioiight by 
Mr. Tanner' for $12.5.000 iu January, his destination 
being the same stud. Cyllene has. of course, jiroved 
himself, but in all iirobability There are even lietter 
da.vs ahead of him that lie has liad since he went to 
th«> stud, for his stock seems to inqirove each year. 
Only this week some splendid yearlings by him have 
been seen in the sales ring. #
